The severe sentences passed recently on 
the persons convicted of bribery at Sand- 
wich and -Macclesfiell may not-impossibly 
-havo.an offect aoniewhat different from that 
which appeara to have been. anticipated by 
the, judgca who passod them, Their object 
seoms to have’-becn ‘to affirm: in some de- 
vided and storiling manner’ the principal 
that the law does regard bribery as a serious 
; offence, and sv to conyert public cpinion 
and encourage juries to convict. Accord. 
ing. to general oxporience, thé proceediug 
| is Tikely to act rather in an opposit. direc- 
tien, Juries will probably be rather more 
than less reluctant to convict, whon: they 
are aware bf the results of conviction, 
‘This, howevor,: is, it may be admitted, not 
a very important cousiderativn,. inasmuch 
as it cau hardly be more: difficult to obtain 
rconvictions in these cases than it is at pro- 
sent.
